Six  Divisions , Many  Months  Needed 
For  Korea  Victory , Says  Alexander 


TORONTO.  July  14  <CP>.  — Ex- 
ternal Affairs  Minister  Pearson  said 
tonight  Die  defence  of  Korea  ts  of 
primary  concern  to  Canudii,  but  this 
country  should  not  throw  all  Pa 
.itrength  Into  the  Partfic  area  while 
there  I*  fear  of  trouble  elsewhere. 
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He  called  for  "cool  and  far- 
sighted”  consideration,  in  an  ad- 
dress here. 

In  providing  aid  under  United 
Nation*  auspice*.  Mr  Pearson  said. 
Canada  ts  steering  a course  away 
from  "alluring'*  isolationism,  pan- 
icky beHlcoalty  and  the  "phony" 
peace  cries  of  the  Communist*. 

Thla  country's  position  was  dic- 
tated by  the  necessity  of  supporting 
United  Nation*  action  In  Korea. 
.That  wa*  the  only  obligation,  and 
It  was  being  discharged  from  con- 
siderations both  of  national  honor, 
and  of  national  safety. 

While  a few  would  argue  no 
Canadian  interest  was  involved  In 
Korea.  Mr.  Pearaon  said  “there  could 
be  no  reasoning  more  faUe." 

"The  terrible  event*  of  the  last 
30  years,"  he  said,  "have  shown  us 
that  there  is  no  country  far  away 
from  Canada  and  that  there  is  Ao 
Canadian  Interest  which  matches 
our  Interest  in  peace. 

"If  that  interest  in  peace  is  risked 
In  Korea  or  any  other  place.  It 
becomes  a matter  of  immediate 
concern  to  the  Canadian  people;  for 
Canada,  in  this  Jet-propelled,  atomic, 
interdependent  age.  cannot  by  Itself 
remain  secure  and  at  peace  ln  a 
warring  world. 

"And  so  it  is  a matter  of  primary 
Canadian  interest,  as  It  is  the  in- 
terust  of  all  free  and  peaceful  peo- 
ple. that  the  collective  police  action 
of  the  United  Nation*  should  suc- 
ceed.'*

'T'HE  suggestion  made  yesterday  by  Mr. 

| Arthur  Ash,  Coalition  Member  for 
Saanich,  that  British  Columbia  dyt- 
continue  Government  House  is  one  that 
lias  occurred  to  growing  numbers  of  chi- 
rms in  the  last  few  years.  Some,  Indeed, 
have  gone  further  and  asked  why  In  this 
day  the  office  as  well  as  the  mansion  is  not 
dispensed  with,  since  His  Majesty  is  King 
of  Canada,  and  the  Governor-General  his 
deputy  In  all  the  land  They  point  out  that 
the  civil  and  legal  functions  of  the  office 
could  be  administered  as  well  by  the  Chief 
Justice  of  British  Columbia,  who  often  acts 
7n  that  capacity  while  a resident  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor is  away. 

To  return  to  Mr  Ash's  point,  however, 
three— and  a recent  list  suggests  five — of 
• he  Canadian  Provinces  have  discontinued 
their  Government  Houses.  Ontario  took 
the  step  under  Col.  Drew.  Two  of  the 
Prairie  Provinces  reached  the  same  con- 
clusion by  separate  action,  and  two  smaller 


Provinces  show  no  gubernatorial  mansion 
as  the  address  of  their  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nors. This  is  distinct  from  the  office  of 
Lieutenant-Governor  which  in  these  Prov- 
inces has  been  retained  in  Its  civil  and  legal 
functions. 

Probably  what  Mr.  Ash  had  chiefly  In 
mind  was  the  social  and  entertainment  side 
of  the  function,  and  there  Government 
House  in  British  Columbia  has  long  been 
a firth  wheel.  Governors’  levees  belonged 
to  the  red-plush  age,  and  that  disappeared 
from  the  world  quite  some  time  ago.  To 
retain  that  side  of  the  institution  as  mere 
tourist  bait  Is  not  good  enough  for  a posi- 
tion with  state,  and  legal  functions,  and 
yet  it  has  been  for  that  reason  largely  that 
Government  House  has  been  maintained, 
at  a cost  of  $52,753  yearly— a sum  which 
might  well  be  applied  to  other  and  more 
urgent  purposes.  Mr.  Ash's  question  should 
be  considered  on  its  merits,  and  it  has  many, 
but  it  evokes  another  one — does  Canada 
need  multiple  provincial  governors  at  all? 
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A DISHEARTENING  feature  of  the 
Korean  fighting  has  been  the  unwel- 
come superiority  of  Communist  ar- 
mor While  the  North  Korean  invaders 
were  bound  to  gain  initially  through  sudden 
aggression,  it  had  been  assumed  they  had 
only  to  run  up  against  North  American 
equipment,  to  be  halted.  So  much  had  been 
bruited  abroad  about  the  wonderful  new 
weapons  United  States  technicians  had 
conceived  that  the  reality  has  come  with 
a shock  - To  date  American  projectiles  ate 
bouncing  off  Soviet-built  tanks  of  unex- 
pected weight  and  power. 

European  nations,  especially  those  who 
arc  neighbors  of  Russia,  are  reported  to  be 
chilled  by  this  revelation.  So.  of  course,  are 
Americans  themselves,  to  whom  this  is  a 
mortifying  experience  United  States  de- 
fence officials  are  now  making  excuses 
They  never  intended  to  give  the  impression, 
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A UTHORITIES  in  British  Columbia  who 
can  see  nothing  but  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  establishing 4l  system  oT  peri- 
odical testing  of  motor  vehicle  safety 
efficiency  should  note  what  can  be  accom- 
plished. simply  and  efficiently,  when  a 
determined  effort  is  made.  The  State  of 
New  Jersey  has  a law  offering  a ready-made 
formula  that  could  be  adopted  for  this 
province  with  little  or  no  modification 
Where  a province  or  state  is  the  sole 
licensing  authority  for  motor  vehicles  il 
should  be  the  responsibility  of  that  author- 
ity and  not  the  individual  municipalities  to 
see  that  the  machines  it  licenses  are  in  fit 
state  to  be  operated  on  the  public  highways 
and  streets.  New  Jersey,  recognizing  that 
principle,  requires  all  motor  vehicles  in  the 
state  to  be  inspected  at  least  twice  a year, 
and  for  that  purpose  has  set  up  depot.*- 
staffed  by  state  goverrmient  inspectors. 

At  these  depots  each  vehicle  is  subjected 
to  a rigid  examination  of  Its  safety  equip 
mrnt.  If  It  measures  up  to  standard  a 


sticker  is  affixed  to  the  windshield  noting 
that  it  was  approved  in,  say,  July  and  is 
due  for  re-examination  in  January.  If  there 
are  any  defects  that  might  impair  its  safe 
operation,  the  owner  is  given  time  to  have 
them  remedied,  at  the  end  of  which  he  must 
submit  proof  that  the  work  has  been  done 
Failure  to  do  so  within  the  prescribed  time 
leads  to  the  immediate  suspension  of  the 
licence. 

Depots  do  nothing  but  inspect,  and  steps 
are  taken  to  guard  against  the  owner  of  a 
vehicle  being  required  to  have  unnecessary 
work  done.  Inspectors  are’transferred  from 
depot  to  depot  periodically  as  a means  of 
preventing  dishonest  alliances  with  un- 
scrupulous repair  shops.  The  service  is 
financed  by  a levy  of  50  cents  lor  each 
inspection,  which  means  that,  a car  owner 
has  his  vehicle  thoroughly  gdne  over  twice 
at  a total  cost  of  a dollar  a year. 

British  Columbia  could  very  well  round 
out  its  safety  program  by  adding  such. a 
service  to  its  re-examination  of  drivers.

Pacific  Shipping  “Partisans  of  Peace”

rT  will  be  altogether  too  Dad  if  the 
1 wubuanc*  of  an  announcement 
emanating  from  Sydney  a short  time 
ago  should  materialize  and  the  long- 
established  steamship  service  Unking 
Canada,  FIJI,  New  Zealand  and  Aus- 
tralia be  discontinued  or  suspended 
tor  even  a short  time. 

Such  action  has  been  hinted  at  on 
more  than  one  occasion  in  the  past. 
Became  of  -the  great  distances  in- 
volved, and  the  limited  number  of 
travel-minded  folk  along  the  route, 
no  concern  depending  upon-  private 
capital  could  supply  such  a service  a.s 
ihe  Canadian -Australasian  Line  did 
and  hope  to  balance  iLs  budget  with- 
out the  aid  of  a Subsidy 

Even  with  subsidies  the  situation 
was  not  improved  enough  and  be- 
came more  or  less  precarious  owing 
to  the  altltudr  oT  dock- workers  “down 
under"  and  tfie  representatives,  of 
personnel  aboard  the  company's  ships. 
It  was  admitted,  loo.  by  spokesmen 
for  the  operators  tUa*  top  Ship  of- 
ficers  had  to  watch  their  step  If  an 
ordinary  seaman  or  a pantryman 
happened  to  be  a bit  temperamental. 

Passengers  who  journeyed  oh  the 
Niagara.  Miowera  or  Aorangl  also 
sensed  an  Inclination  to  clash  over 
seemingly  trivial  matters  and  were 
not  slow  to  mention  It  at  times.  These 
will  not  wonder  why  It’ may  not  be 
possible  to  purchase  passage  between 
Canada  and  Australia  on  a surface 
ship  having  the  accommodation  pro- 
vided aboard  ships  of  the  Canadian  - 
Australasian  Line  In  the  pasi. 

* * * 

Where  the  uncertainty  is  ail  going 
to  end  for  ship  operator  and  sailor- 
man  is  anyone's  guess  right  now 
The  picture  in  the  Pacific  is  not  at  all 
Dright,  even  if  the  world  should  re- 
turn to  normalcy  in  a hurry.  Only 
vessels  which  can  then  be  operated 
economically  enough  lo  earn  money 
will  be  carrying  passengers  and  haul- 
ing freight.  Subsidies,  ever  a per- 
nicious practice,  will  probably  be  out 
of  fashion;  for  no  country  can  sur- 
vive the  pouring  out  ot  Its  blood  in 
transfusions  of  cash  when  there's 
no  possibility  of  favorable  reaction 
evident. 

Maybe  it  is.  on  further  considera- 
tion, just  as  well  although  not  good 
news,  that  this  announcement  of  the 
withdrawal  or  the  good  ship  Aorangl 
from  the  trans-Paciflc  run  in  a few 
months  has  been  told  at  this  tune.  It 
will  soften,  as  they  are  made,  other 
announcements  of  a similar  charac- 
ter which,  in  ths  opinion  of  some 
others  qualified  to  say  so  will  be 
voiced  in  due  time

WASHINGTON,  -The  war  in  Korea 
ha6  increased  United  State* 
State  Department  %nd  United  Nations 
worry  over  the  Communist -directed 
mass  petition  campaign  of  the  so- 
called  "Partisans  of  Peace,"  which  al- 
ready is  claiming  60.000,000  signatures 
and  ts  moving  into  high  gear  all 
around  the  world. 

Instituted  at  a gathering  of  Com- 
munists and  fellow  travelers  in  Stock- 
holm last  March,  the  petition  calls  for 
prohibition  of  atomic  weapons,  “strict 
international  control"  ot  the  atomic 
bomb,  and  branding  as  a war  crim- 
inal the  first  government  that  drop.*- 
an  atomic  bomb. 

A number  of  Americans,  including 
O.  John  Rogge,  former  assistant 
Uniied  Slates  Attorney-General,  and 
artist  Rockwell  Kent  participated  in 
the  Stockholm  meeting,  bui  Rogge  got 
in  bad  with  most  of  his  fellow  dele- 
gates by  disputing  the  contention 
that  the  United  State*  wants  war. 
Subsequently  Rogge  visited  Marshal 
Tito  and  turned  up  as  a paid  United 
States  agent  of  tne  Yugoslav  Govern- 
ment. 

The  “Partisans  ot  Peace’’  campaign 
was  conducted  with  particular  vigor 
In  Northern  Korea,  from  which  it 
claims  5.000,000  of  the  60.000,000  sig- 
natures so  far  collected.  Of  the  re- 
mainder. 10,000.000  to  15.000,000  are 
claimed  as  corning  from  non-Com- 
munlsi  countries.  5.000,000  of  them 
from  France  and  Italy. 

The  goal  In  the  United  States  la 
stated  by  the  Communist  Daily  Work- 
er lo  be  5.000.000  signatures  Solicitors 
have  appeared  In  the  past  few  weeks 
in  New  York  and  Philadelphia  and 
along  the  West  Coast,  most  of  them 
working  in  the  name  of  Communist  - 
front  organizations  such  as  the  “Na- 
tional Labor  Peace  Conference"  and 
Ihe  “Peace  Information  Bureau  " The 
campaign  also  has  cropped  up  in 
many  apots  In  South  America  and  it 
is  being  pushed  vigorously  In  Indo- 
china, the  Philippines.  Malaya  and 
other  hot  spots  In  the  Far  East 
* ♦ ♦ 

While  the  Comm  unlit*  are  keeping 
their  future  plan*  secret,  they  are 


believed  to  be  building  in  the  United 
States  toward  a big  splurge  at  the 
American  8!av  Congress  in  New  York 
next  September  The  over-all  grand 
denouement  is  expected  at  a second 
World  Congress  of  Partisans  of  Peace, 
scheduled  to  be  held  somewhere  in 
Europe  in  the  second  half  of  October, 
possibly  tim,ed  to  synchronise  with 
the  world-wide  observance  of  United 
Nations  Day  on  October.  24 

Significantly,  Russia  is  among  the 
last  countries  in  which  this  alleged 
peace  drive  has  been  undertaken  and 
every  effort  Is  being  made  to  keep  the 
names  of  both  “Russia"  and  ’Com- 
munism'' out  of  sight.  Obviously  the 
campaign  Is  attempting  to  exploit  the 
universal  popular  dread  of  another 
world  war,  and  especially  a war  ol 
utomic  weapons. 

In  talking  of  international  control 
of  the  atomic  bomb  the  “Partisan*  of 
Peace"  refer  only  to  the  toothless 
Russian  proposal— ignoring  entirely 
the  plan  overwhelmingly  favored  In 
the  United  Notions  for  uhltmiied  in- 
ternational inspection  and  control  of 
atomic  facilities  of  every  type  every- 
where. 

Agreement  of  ail  countries  not  to 
be  the  first  lo  use  the  atomic  bomb, 
of  cuurae,  would  give  Russia  e>  huge 
standing  army  a great  advantage. 
Winston  Churchill,  among  others,  ha* 
said  that  the  only  thing  that  kept  the 
Russian  Army  from  attempting  to  en- 
gulf all  Europe  in  the  years  imme- 
diately after  the  World  War  was  the 
known  American  possession  of  the 
atomic  bomb 

As  dtmtomiruitd  just  now  in  Korea, 
a Russian  promise  not  to  be  the  first 
to  drop  an  atomic  bomb  easily  could 
oe  got  around  by  slipping  Russian- 
made  atomic  bombs  Into  the  hands  of 
s satellite— for  use.  say,  by  Romania 
or  Bulgaria  against  Yugoslavia 

Propaganda  designed  to  debunk 
the  "Partisans  of  Peace'*  drive  is 
being  pumped  out  by  all  Western 
’K&W  transmitters  The  difficulty  Is 
that  substantially  hall  the  world* 
peoples  are  out  of  reach  of  these 
Western  transmitter*,  but  easily  ac- 
cessible to  Communist  outgiving'
